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Taxes going...down? 


Wilmington residents will see some relief

WILMINGTON - For the first 
time in many years, residents 
in Wilmington can expect their 
residential taxes to decrease for 
fiseal year 2009. 

Acting on a recommendation 
from the Board of Assessors, 
the Board of Selectmen voted 
unanimously to maintain the 
tax classification shift of 1.75 
that they ished in F'Y08. 

The tax classification shift is 
a state-authorized mechanism 
enabling the Town to more 
evenly distribute the tax levy 
between Residential properties 
a n d 


Commercial/Industrial/Person 
al (CIP) properties by charging 
CIP properties at a higher rate 
than residential. 

With the classification shift 
remaining the same, residential 
properties will be taxed at 
$10.60 per thousand dollars of 
assessed value (up from 
$10.16), while CIP properties 
will be taxed at $24.63 per thou- 
sand dollars of assessed value 
(up from $22.96), in F’Y09. 

One of the major reasons that 
residential taxes are decreas- 
ing even though there is an 
increase in the tax rate is 
because the value of homes in 


the area has been dropping. 
The valuation date is January 
1, for the current year. That is 
a snapshot in time that Chief 
Assessor Humphrey ‘Skip’ 
Moynihan told Selectmen is 
used in calculations. Moynihan 
said that given the current eco- 
nomic situation in the country, 
it is not unreasonable to expect 
a continued decline in valuation 
as we are once again approach- 
ing that January 1st valuation 
date. 

The assessed value of the 
average home in Wilmington 
for FY09 is $381,505, (which is

McCoy wants answers “sooner, rather than later”

WILMINGTON - Selectman 
Mike McCoy praised the efforts 
of law enforcement at the 
Board of Selectmen meeting 
Monday and called for more 
information about weapons 
stolen from a police officer's 
house that led to a lockdown at 
the Shawsheen Tech October 24 
There have been no further 
arrests beyond the six youths 
reported in last week’s edition 
of the Crier. Four were classi- 
fied as adults and were 
arraigned in Woburn District 
Court last week. They remain 
on 24-hour detainment with 
electronic monitoring ankle 
bracelets at their homes pend- 
ing a pre-trial hearing in 
January. Two others arrested 
are juveniles and their 
are not public, but are being 


handled through Lowell District 
Court. 

Corey Welford, spokesperson 
for the Middlesex District 
Attorney's office confirmed 
that no further arrests have 
been made in the case and that 
the investigation into the 
weapons theft is ongoing. 

At the Selectmen meeting 
McCoy noted that it was the 
first public meeting since the 
lockdown and the discovery 
that a number of weapons 
including knives, arrows, and 
rifles, shotguns, and handguns 
had been stolen from the unin- 
habited, dilapidated Woburn 
Street house leased by 
Wilmington Police Officer, 
Steven LaRivee. LaRivee is a 
veteran officer serving more 
than 20 years and serves as a 
firearms instructor with the 


Wilmington Police Department. 
He is on vacation pending the 
outcome of the investigation 

“I think law enforcement did 
an outstanding job by securing 
the school building,” said 
McCoy. “No weapons were 
found at the school and police 
arrested the individuals that 
needed to be arrested. I want to 
thank law enforcement and 
applaud their efforts. Now we 
have an obligation to answer 
questions on the minds of resi- 
dents,” 

At the top of his list McCoy 
wants to know why so many 
weapons were stored in the 
abandoned house of a police 
officer, what was the intent of 
the weapons, and the number of 
weapons owned versus those 
stolen.

Priority development moves forward

‘WILMINGTON = Wilmington 
is = $100,000 closer to creating 
planning and development 
guidelines for the Town’s newly 
designated “Priority 
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Development Site.” Selectmen 
voted Monday night to approve 
acceptance of a State grant des- 
ignated for the Priority 
Development Site planning. 

At the Annual Town Meeting 
in May 2008 voters passed 
Article 19, which designated a 
parcel of land (on the west side 
of 1-93) as a priority develop- 
ment site and approved the fil- 
ing of an application with the 
Interagency Permitting Board 
of the Commonwealth for desig- 
nation of the site as a Priority 
Development Site. Andover and 
‘Tewksbury each passed a simi- 
lar article at their town meet- 
ings. 


In August the three towns 
filed a joint application for 
technical assistance and a 
request to approve the sites as 
Priority Development Sites. 
During this process, each town 
was required to appoint one 
person to serve as the point of 
contact on Priority 
Development Sites. The Board 
of Selectmen appointed 
Planning Director Carole 
Hamilton to fill this role In 
October Hamilton received 
notification that the three 
towns were each awarded 
$100,000 to participate coopera- 
tively in planning land uses in 
the event that a new inter- 


change is approved and con- 
structed on 1-93 between the 
current Dascomb Road’ and 
Route 125 exits, 

The Selectmen were required 
to authorize acceptance of the 
funds and agree to the estab- 
lishment of an Expedited 
Permitting Process for the 
Priority Development Site with- 
in 120 days of receipt of the 
grant funds. 

According to a memo from 
Hamilton, “The Expedited 
Permitting Process will estab- 
lish a procedure whereby a 
developer is able to receive full 
permitting for his project with-

2nd hearing on liquor transfer to be held

WILMINGTON - The Board of 
Selectmen voted to hold a sec- 
ond public hearing before issu- 
ing a determination on Sonny's 
Mobil On The Run’s request for 
a liquor license. 

In July of this year the Board 
voted to deny a transfer of a 
liquor license from the now- 
defunct B&B Liquor Station, 
formerly tocated at 433B Main 
Street, to Sonny’s Mobil On The 
Run, located at 316 Lowell 
Street. Selectmen cited traffic, 
lack of available parking, prox- 
imity to a “dangerous” inter- 
section, accessibility of alcohol

to minors, and the expressed 
views of local residents. 

In his appeal of the decision 
to the ABCC, Sonny's owner 
Derek Santini alleged that the 
Board's denial was influenced 
by the member's engagement 
in business activities with other 
liquor license holders. 

At the end of October the 
Alcoholic Beverages Control 
Commission (ABCC) came 
down with a decision favorable 
to Sonny's Mobil On The Run. 
The decision, which barely cov 
ers a page and a half, disap- 
proved the selectmen’s denial: 
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Sonny’s put on a shelf

“The Commission is not per- 
suaded that there is a lack of 
parking or that traffic will 
increase,” the ABCC’s deci- 
sion states. “The Local 
Board did not present any 
evidence that more delivery 
trucks would be added with 
the liquor license. The 
Commission, further, is not 
persuaded that the location 
of the cash register will 
result in minor sales. 
Therefore, the Commission 
remands the matter back to 
the Local Board and suggests 
that the Board approve the 
transfer and change of loca- 
tion.” 

The ABCC, however, does 
not hold authority to order 
selectmen to approve the 
license. The Board took up 
the matter up again at its 
November 10 meeting. Town 
Counsel informed assembled 
residents that the Board of 
Selectmen had three options 
available to them. They 
could vote to approve the 
transfer, they could stand by 
their original decision to 
deny the transfer, or they 
could vote to hold another 
public hearing on the matter 
before making a decision. 

After the meeting, 
Selectman Michael McCoy

told the Crier that Santini 
and his attorney Orlandi 
were notified in advance that 
the only discussion to be had 
that night was of those three 
options, but that they contin- 
ued to push for a discussion 
(hearing] and decision at 
that meeting. Selectmen are 
required to post notice of any 
public hearing and entertain- 
ing one that night, with no 
public notice, was not an 
option. 

To the dismay and frustra- 
tion of nearly two dozen sur- 
prised residents that attend- 
ed the meeting specifically 
for this agenda item, McCoy 
made a motion to hold a pub- 
lic hearing at the December 
22 meeting and the Board 
approved the motion, with 
Chairman Michael Newhouse 
abstaining from discussion 
and voting. 

“The way I’m looking at it is 
that we're giving them a new 
hearing. It’s a new day and 
that’s how I'm going to look 
at it,” said McCoy by phone 
on Tuesday. 

During the selectmen meet- 


ing, Orlandi remarked that 
his client has been held up in 
this since July, and 
that by the time of the 
December hearing it will 
have been six months of wait- 
ing on this transfer. 

Santini said, “We already 
had the hearing - what do we 
have left to discuss?” He 
mentioned the two dozen peo- 
ple that attended the meeting 
and more than 200 residents 
who signed a petition sup- 
porting the license transfer 
as he pleaded with the Board 
to reconsider the motion to 
hold a public hearing on 
December 22. 

Selectmen Ray Lepore, who 
chaired the discussion, said 
the December 22 public hear- 
ing is, “a time for both sides 
to present an argument.” 

After the hearing, if the 
Board of Selectmen chooses 
to uphold its denial of the 
transfer of license and loca- 
tion, Santini may then appeal 
the decision to Superior 
Court. A decision by 
Superior Court would be 
binding.

in the Priority Development 
Site within 180 days of submit- 
ting a complete application.” 
The time required to determine 
whether or not an application 
is complete is not part of the 
180 days. Hamilton notes that 
there are also acceptable 
requests for an extension to the 
permitting process timeframe 
should both sides find that nec- 


essary. 
Each of the three towns will 
manage its own funds and each 
town will pay one-third of the 
cost of each task within the 
scope of the work. The town 
will realize some cost savings 
because each of the three towns 
has a Regional Planning 


Agency that has agreed to 
assist in the Regional Planning 
scope of the work. 

Hamilton said she expects the 
next step in the process would 
be when she comes back to the 
Board to outline the newly cre- 
ated Expedited Permitting 
Process. She said this should 
establish an overlay district for 
the entire area, one that is 
blind to specific town borders 
so that a developer could-come 
in and not worry if the bounds 
of their project fall in more 
than one town because all 
would be treated in the same 
manner. She said it needs to be 
a “seamless process,” and she 
anticipates a mixed-use devel- 
opment. 


Hamilton also noted that they 
would probably use form-based 
zoning, in which pictures and 
diagrams tell developers what 
can be constructed on the site. 
Certain areas will be for specif- 
ic uses and other areas will 
have restrictions upon them. 
One example is that Tewksbury 
and Andover may consider 
development with a residential 
aspect to it but Wilmington, 
where the parcel is land locked 
except for highway access, is 
generally opposed to a residen- 
tial component because of the 
lack of direct access for school 
buses. 

Selectmen voted unanimously 
to accept the funds.

Proposed recycling plant 


raises concern 


‘Townspeople, 

On Oct 7, 2008, there was a 
hearing in front of the 
Planning Board for WM 
Recycle America to operate a 
“single stream" recycling plant 
on 255 Andover St. The League 
of Women Voters attended this 
meeting as an observer. 

Residents ought to be aware 
that 255 Andover St. is a 21E 
site and used to have a NPDES 
permit for treatment of conta- 
minated ground water. The site 
is in a groundwater protection 
district. The risk is that the 
single stream recycling plant 
could pose significant environ- 
mental effects on surrounding 
wetlands and groundwater, 
ultimately impacting 
Wilmington's water supply at 
the Zone II of Martins Brook 
Wells (Browns Crossing). 

At the meeting, there was sig- 
nificant backlash from resi- 
dents on Ashwood Drive as 
well as others who live close to 
Andover Street. The primary 
eoncerns centered on the 
increase in truck traffic within 
this residential area. The resi- 
dents feared disruption to their 
lives and safety concerns 
fesulting from numerous 
trucks driving down their 
streets throughout the day. The 
hours of operation would be 
from 6 AM to 5 PM for receiv- 
ing Monday through Saturday. 
WM Recycle America was not 
able to confirm the number of

trucks expected throughout the

Confirm that there will be 
indeed no water cleanup or 
drainage. WM =sRecycle 
America said "residue" will be 
absorbed by the paper in the 
single source, but the explana- 
tion seems limited if there was 
a significant amount of liquid 
residue. 

d.) Communicate whether a 
"single stream" recycling plant 
on 255 Andover St. is in accor- 
dance with the Town's Master 
Plan. 

The case with WM Recycle 
America has been extended 
and is scheduled to be dis- 
cussed again on November 
18th at 8:15 PM at the Town 
Hall. The Planning Board 
mentioned at the meeting to 
please call the town hall 
beforehand to make sure that 
this item is on the agenda.

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Football team back with a vengeance

ORTH ANDOVER - It 
jooked for much of Friday 
evening that the Wilmington 
High football team would fall 
victim to the upset bid of the 
North Andover High Scarlet 
Knights, and more precisely, 
the right arm of freshman 
quarterback Brandon Walsh. 
The Wildcats twice found 
themselves facing 14 point 
deficits in the first half as 
Walsh threw for 229 yards and 
three touchdowns in the first 
half alone, but in the end, 
behind the spectacular efforts 
of senior quarterback 
Stephen Stewart and junior 
running back Evan Butters 
the Wildcats were able to 
complete the comeback with 
a 28-21 win and improve their 
tecord to 7-2 overall and 2-2 in 
the Cape Ann League.

From the opening snap, it 
was clear the Wildcats would 
be facing a tough battle 
against the Knights when 
Walsh, who threw for 324 
yards on the night, connected 
with wide receiver David 
Foote for a 68-yard touchdown 
pass on North Andover’s first 
play from scrimmage. Foote 
beat the Wildcat defensive 
back and Walsh hit his receiv- 
er in stride on the sideline at 
about midfield, and the 
Knights had a quick 7-0 lead 
after the first of three Andrew 
Slauter extra points on the 
night. 

Walsh burnt the Wildcats for 
another long scoring pass 
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early in the second quarter 
when he connected with 
Aaron Brunette for a 62 yard 
touchdown, hitting his receiv- 
er in stride once again, this 
time at the Wilmington 40 
yard line and then watching 
Brunette race through the 
Wildcat secondary for a 140 
lead with 8:10 left in the first 
half. 

Before the game could get 
out of hand, however, Stewart 
and Butters led the Wildcats 
on a 78 yard drive in just four 
plays, with Stewart capping 
the drive with a 33 yard run to 
bring the Wildcats to within 
14-7 after Stewart added the 
first of his three extra points 
on the night. Stewart nearly 
singlehandedly kept the 
Wildcats in the game in the 
first half, rushing for 117 yard 
on 13 carries while scoring a 
pair of touchdowns. 

Coming off a 42-21 loss to 
Masco last week, it took the 
Wildcats a little time to truly 
get into the rhythm of the 
game, and this drive was the 
first sign that the Wildcats 
would be able to get back into 
it. 

“There was definitely some 
hangover from last week,” 
Wilmington coach Mike 
Barry said. “But this team 
has a way of digging deep. 
Our offensive line took over 
the game after the first quar- 
ter.” 

When Walsh hit Chris Buco 
for a 20 yard scoring strike 
with 50 seconds left in the 
half, it looked certain that 
Wilmington would go to the 
half down by two scores, but 
Butters made a spectacular 
return, racing up the left side- 
line and then cutting across 
the middle of the field before 
finally being taken down on 
the Knight four yard line. 
Two plays later, Stewart 
scored his second touchdown 
of the game to make it 21-14 at 
the break. 

“That was huge for us,” 
Barry said. “It brought it 
from a two score game when 
you are just fighting to get 
back in it, and made it a one 
score game we now just had 
to tie it up.” 

A seven play, 68 yard drive 
by Wilmington to open the 
second half, capped by a 38 
yard run by Butters tied the 
score at 21-21 with 7:45 left in 
the third quarter. As Barry 
indicated, the offensive line 
simply overpowered their 
North Andover counterparts 
on the drive down the field, 
with Butters picking up 60 of 
the 68 yards on the ground 
during the drive. 

“Our offensive line did a bet- 
ter job and Butters did a 
great job as well,” Barry said.

“He did a good job running 
the ball and that kickoff 
return set things up nice for 
us.

honored during Friday 
night's football game

Jack Fullerton was not a play- 
er making headlines and touch- 
downs as a member of the 1964- 
65 Wilmington High School foot- 
ball teams. His story was one of 
honor far removed from any 
game or even his time spent at 
Wilmington High School. 

Fullerton was one of ‘the kids 
by the lake’ who grew up 
together and died for their 
country in the Vietnam War, in 
what seems like light years 
ago, Friday night, the tables 
will be set up and the grills will 
be fired up before the Wildcats 
host Triton High School. A cou- 
ple of hours before a football 
game, Fullerton’s family, 
friends, former teammates and 
classmates from 1967 will gath- 
er on the baseball field and 
remember a kid who left high 
school to join-up and fight for 
his country. 

Jack didn’t play much foot- 
ball. Former Wilmington High 
School coach John Ritchie 
couldn't remember his number 
or a particular play, mostly 
because the young fullback left 
the team for a job, and then for 
the war. The 1960’s were some 


glorious years for WHS foot- 
ball, and it was a time that the 
Fullerton family and his 
friends will never forget. It was 
a time when a 17-year-old left 
Wilmington High School for a 
war. 

Sure, there will be a football 
game. There will also be mem- 
ories, before, during and long 
after the Wildcats play Triton 
High School. Fred Shine has 
helped to remind Wilmington 
about a kid who was so much 
more than just a name and a 
number on the back of a foot- 
ball uniform. Fullerton’s name 
is on one of four separate mon- 
uments to the ‘kids by the lake’ 
that are scattered about 
Wilmington in the neighbor- 
hoods where each of them grew 
up. Shine, the former DAV 
Commander from the late 
1970's until 1984, erected those 
monuments and helped raise 
the money to pay for them. 
Shine also is the organizer 
behind Friday night’s event 
that will include a military 
police honor guard and a half- 
time ceremony worthy of Jack 
Fullerton and his three friends- 
John Rich, Robert Parent and 
Richard Welch. The idea for

A brother remembers 
with love and regret 


Jack Fullerton was in the mil- 
itary police and died in the Fall 
of Saigon at the embassy in 
January of 1968. He had not 
even served one year when he 
was killed. He was awarded 
four purple hearts and a bronze 
star for his service. His brother 
Paul remembers that day at 
Wilmington High School when, 
as a 17-year-old senior, he got 
the news that Jack was gone. 

“I was a senior in Mr. Dicey’s 
drafting class, and I got called 
to the principal's office. At first 
I thought that I was in trouble - 
then, 1 saw two Army officers 
standing there,” says Fullerton, 
now 58 years old and a veteran 
of 23 years with the Wilmington 
Water Department. “We were 
told that a bomb had exploded 
and that Jackie might have 
jumped on it to protect others. 
I've blocked that day and every- 
thing else out of my mind for a 
long time.” Then, he recalls 
more of just who his brother 
was, and would be today. 

“He wanted to do something 
for his country. They had a 
draft, but he volunteered. He 
wanted Airborne. He wanted it 
bad. But, he cut the tendons in 
his hand on the old wire fence 
playing basketball at the courts 
where the Glen Road School is 
now. That ended those dreams 
because he was limited as to 
how he could use his hand. 
Jackie would probably be a 
machinist or something like 
that had he lived. He always 
liked working with his hands. 
He worked at Sweetheart 
Plastics right through high 
school,” says his brother. Then, 
without looking up, he says: “I 
miss my brother big-time.” 

The brother has plenty of 
memories of those days around 
Silver Lake when the boys 
would gather to compete in 
pickup games involving every 
sport. “We used to play on that 
big field at the old Fairview 
Dairy on the Tewksbury- 
Wilmington line. We always 
played Wilmington against 
Tewksbury with Connie Barry 
(Tewksbury) and Ja¢k»Bowen 
(Wilmington), We were like 
their grunts,” laughs Fullerton. 
“We would play those pickup 
games all day long, all weekend 
long. We skated all winter on 
Silver Lake. That lake area 
always had some good ath- 
letes.” 

Paul remembers that Jack 
didn’t hang out all that much in 
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Wilmington before he left for 
the war. He dated girls in 
Burlington and Tewksbury and 
naturally drifted away from 
some Wilmington connections 
and organized sports. That 
doesn’t mean that people didn’t 
remember exactly who he was, 
according to his brother, who 
has 40-plus years of memories 
to draw upon. 

“He was 5-10, 175 pounds, and 
he could fly,” says his brother. 
“No one would ever fool with 
me and Wally because of 
Jackie. He was a pretty tough 
kid, but he didn’t push it. He 
never was a star. He knew his 
limitations.” 

There were no limits on his 
brother’s courage, however. He 
hit all of those limits right out 
of the park. The field Friday 
night couldn’t hold the heart of 
one of ‘those kids by the lake.” 
His brother knows the score. He 
will be there Friday night with 
one thought in mind - “I'll be 
wishing he was there.” 


This veteran knows 
the score 

Fred Shine will arrive early 
Friday night, setting up tables 
and cooking on the grill with 
fellow 1967 classmates like 
Mike Caira, Stu Neilson and 
David Boeri. Shine worked tire- 
lessly in the 1980’s to place the 
monuments to the four friends 
in their respective neighbor- 
hoods. The four names are all 
on the Moving Wall, but the 
individual monuments project 
was close to Shine’s heart, and 
this reunion of sorts Friday 
night was fueled by a timely 
connection to the young people 
of Wilmington. Shine remem- 
bers that day a month ago at 
the high school.

Years ago, the kids 
from schools donated their 
lunch money when I got the 
idea to locate these monuments 
around town. I told them that 
day that the war helped me to 
grow up and get an education 
That war helped me to appreci- 
ate Wilmington a lot more.

I consider 
myself lucky to be here.”

“We were brothers. Friday 
night I'll be thinking that, 40- 
plus years later, Jackie 
Fullerton is still remembered,” 
said Shine.

“CHANGELID 
GRADE: 
"Changeling" is not a 
Halloween horror movie, but it 
contains scenes more horrific 
than anything the makers of 
popular films like ‘Hostel’ could 
ever have imagined. 
Flashback sequences depict 
the killings of young children, 
for one. It's not done sensation- 
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ally, and the movie is based on 
true events (in Depression-era 
Los Angeles, they were known 
as the Wineville Chicken Coop 
Murders), so their depiction is 


necessary. 

That being said, the images 
will stay with anyone who sees 
them for a long time. That's not 
to say one shouldn’t see the 
film, because it is done very 
well, but be prepared for some 
of the mages to come back to 
haunt you in the middle of the 
night. 

The film features another 
Oscar-nomination-worthy per- 
formance by Angelina Jolie. 
She stars as Christine Collins, a 
devoted single mother who 
proudly proclaims that her 
young son, Walter (Gattlin 
Griffith), "is (her) life." 

So Christine is horrified 
when she returns home from a 
work shift to discover that 
Walter is missing. When a quick 
survey of her neighborhood 
yields nothing, she calls the 
LAPD to report the disappear- 
ance. 

However, the police don't 
seem too concerned — they 
refuse to do anything before the 
usual 24-hour waiting period. 
But Christine refuses to take no 
for an answer. She becomes a 
celebrity, thanks to Gustav 
Briegleb (John Malkovich), a 
radio-savvy preacher/activist 
who uses her case to criticize 
what he sees as corruption in 
City Hall. 

Months go by, and detectives 
find a boy in the Midwest who 
roughly meets Walter's descrip- 
tion. But during the highly pub- 
licized "reunion," a stunned 
Christine announces that the 
boy they've found is not Walter. 

When she refuses to keep 
quiet about the matter, the 
detective (Jeffrey Donovan) in 
charge of the investigation 
makes threats to Christine 
about there being possible 
repercussions, 

There's a lot more to the 
story than that, and director 
Clint Eastwood delivers a series 
of false endings, which make 
the film feel longer than its 2 
1/2-hour running time. 

But Jolie is convincing as 
the troubled mother, and the 
strong supporting cast is very

A perfect balance 
(Wakefield) 

“Taking over a high rank- 
ing position such as Town 
Administrator is never easy,” 
notes the Wakefield edition of 
the "Daily Times Chronicle." 

“However, it becomes 
immensely more difficult 
when you have to deal with 
an unbalanced budget, nego- 
tiate union contracts, and 
explain to residents why the 
budgets of the Police 
Department, Fire 
Department and Library 
were cut, yet raises were 
given to people in those 
departments, as well as to 
other Town employees. 

“But that’s exactly what 
new ‘Town Administrator 
Stephen Maio faced when he 
took over the job from former 
Town Administrator Tom 
Butler. At the Town Meeting 
in June, budget cuts were 
announced, prompting some 
residents to wonder if the 
Town would support those 
departments, while others 
felt ashamed that the Town 
couldn’t support the people 
that had supported them 

“And front and center of it 
all was Town Administrator 
Maio, who had to stand at the 
podium and read off the pro- 
posed cuts, making him the 
unofficial ‘face’ of the budget 
cuts. However, according to 
Maio, the budget cuts came 
about due to recommenda- 
tions from the Selectmen and 
the Financial Committee. 

“There's a lot of frustra- 
tion out there, and I under- 
stand that, Maio remarked. 
‘However, we are saving 
$750,000 by switching to one 
health insurance policy for 
all Town employees. 

“In Maio’s tenure as Town 
Administrator, he’s met with 
citizens to answer their ques- 
tions concerning police mat- 
ters and union employment 
issues, and trying to be as 
informative as possible. He’s 
also spent time reviewing the 
budget, meeting with busi- 
ness owners, and meeting 
with department heads. 

“One of Maio’s first priori- 
t centers around the 
Town's website, a site that 
Selectman Al Turco said at 
the last Selectmen's meeting 
was ‘woefully inadequate and 
not something Wakefield can 
be proud of...”

installation of similar struc- 
tures at the home field in 
Reading during the offseason as 
well. 


“I would have loved to play 
under lights while at Reading,” 
said Pizzotti, who threw for 370 
yards and a touchdown and 
scored on a pair of fourth-quar- 
ter runs to rally Harvard to a 
season-opening 25-24 win 
against Holy Cross in the inau- 
gural night game at Harvard 
Stadium. “It was cool to go on 
the road and play a night game, 
but that atmosphere at home 
would have been something to 
experience. We just had lights 
installed here at Harvard in 
time for this season, and it real- 
ly makes the games an event. It 
brings a whole different aspect 
to the game.” 

Gridiron greatness runs deep 
in the Pizzotti lineage, whose 
family tree is filled with chalked 
up X’s and O's. 

His father, Steve, was an all- 
conference linebacker at 
Northeastern and captained the 
Huskies in 1971, while his grand- 
father, Francis “Boley” 
Dancewicz, was an All- 
American quarterback at Notre 
Dame, going on to become the 
first overall pick in the 1946 
NFL Draft. 

Following in his grandfa- 
ther’s footsteps in the NFL 
draft is definitely an avenue 
Pizzotti hopes to go down, and 
there’s no doubt he has the cre- 
dentials (he is currently ranked 
as the eighth best quarterback 
proppect in all of Division I by 
the Fantasy Players Network). 

Pizzotti enters play this week 
with a career record of 18-2 as a 
starter and an 18-1 record in 
games that he has started and 
finished. He ranks among the 
nation’s leaders in passing 
yards, completion percentage, 
passing efficiency and total 
offense. 

He ranks 10th nationally in 
total offense with 280.3 yards 
per game and is 14th in passing 
yards per game at 264.2. 
Harvard ranks 18th nationally 
in passing as a team with 264.6 
yards per game through the air 
while ranking 16th in the coun- 
try in total offense per game at 
416.6 yards per outing. 

Pizzotti threw touchdown 
passes of 50+ yards to four dif- 
ferent receivers in each of the 
first four games this season. He 
threw seven touchdown passes

to seven different receivers to 
start the season. 

“It’s something I want to pur- 
sue,” said Pizzotti, referring to 
the possibility of playing in the 
NFL. “I have talked to a few 
agents, and there are scouts 
that have come to our practices. 
You look and see how (Bengals 
quarterback Ryan): Fitzpatrick 
is doing in Cincinatti, and its 
definitely something you think 
about. I want to give it a shot.” 

In high school, Pizzotti fol- 
lowed in the footsteps of his 
older brothers Dave and Steve, 
Jr. in a parade of Pizzotti’s who 
became star quarterbacks at 
Reading Memorial High School 
Steve broke Dave's high school 
passing records, and in turn 
Chris topped Steve's, 

Pizzotti, whose studies have 
concentrated on economics, 
could have left Harvard after 
winning the Ivy League champi- 
onship last season. He missed 
the entire 2005 campaign with a 
back injury, and received a rare 
medical hardship waiver to 
come back and lead the 
Crimson for one more year. 

“In the end, it was an easy 
decison,” said Pizzotti. “I want- 
ed to have the opportunity to 
play with this group of guys 
again, because I felt we had the 
capability of achieving lofty: 
goals this year, so knowing the 
opportunity that lay ahead this 
year made the decision easy. 
I'm glad I decided to come 
back.” 

Another reason to come back 
and play was the fact that 
Harvard would host The Game 
this year - the 125th playing of 
the showdown with Yale, which 
will take place at noon on 
Saturday, November 22 at 
Harvard Stadium. 


“How you play in that game - 
it really does define your legacy 
as a football player at Harvard,” 
said Pizzotti, who was named 
the MVP of last year's finale 
with Yale with career-highs of 
27 completions (41 attempts) for 
four touchdowns with 316 yards 
through the air. “Whatever else 
happens, everyone remembers 
how you performed in those 
games. There is such a huge 
turnout. We sell out that game-- 
I think we drew 60,000 people 
last year. The alumni get ‘so 
fired up for it. It's a great event, 
and something special to be a
